2,  ‘(C)  IntolligonoQ  j  Tho  S-2  section  contlnuod  publication  of  the 
daily  intelligence  report  with  the  audition  of  two  other  rocipionts  of 
tho  report,.  On  7  April  1968  tho  S-2  was  given  authority  to  grant  inter¬ 
im  soorot  and  top  secret  clearances,  final  secret  clearance's  and  to  val¬ 
idate  secret  and  top  soorot  clearances. 

A,  Enemy  activity.  The  general  TET  Offensive  which  started  on  30 
January  reported  in  CULL  for  Nov  67  -  Jon  68,  continued  into  this  re¬ 
porting  period.  Contact  in  all  major  oitios,  Kontum,  Floiku,  and  Ban 
Mo  Thuot  was  continuous  through  5  Fab  68,  Kontum  was  taken  uni  or  one  ay 
mortar  and  122aa  rocket  attack  on  1  Fob,'  A  combination  ground  and  mor¬ 
tar /rockot  attack  was  launched  against  the  city  on  2  Feb  and  a  122EW 
rocket  attaok  on  both  3  and  4  Feb,  Tho  city  was  scoured  on  4  Fob,  In* 
terrogation  of  TV's  and  document  analysis  subsequently  determined  all 
3  Bn* a  of  tho  24th  NVA  Regiment,  MR 5,  the  304-th  Local  Force  Bn  and  the 
406th  Sapper  Dn  wore  involved  in  tho  attaok.  Elements  of  the  40th 
Artillery  woro  attached  to  tho  24th  Regiment  fer  rocket  support.  All 
3  maj  or  units  participating  in  the  attack  suffered  approximately  50 % 
personnel  casualties.  One  Russian  model  LPO  'flamethrower  was  captured 
during  the  city  fighting,  tho  first  indication  of  this  weapon  in  Regi¬ 
mental  units  in  the  highlands  area.  Fighting  in  PloikU  begad  30  Jon 
with  tho  japrtoririg  of  tho  937th  Engineer  Compound, 
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Cottp  Holloway  onus  undnr  enemy  mortar  fire  and  a  ground  attack  at  0305 
and  'ey  0330  action  thr^jughout  the  city  was  heavy.  During  tho  daylight 
hours',  3d  ARVK  Cor  eux  5  2d  Avn  Guns  hips  wore  credited  with  killing  45 
oneay  of  a  unit  local  .1  in  a  valley  just  west  of  Camp'Hofl.owoy, 
log  continued  through  1  Feb.  On  2  Feb,  Can?:  Holloway  came  under  mortar 
and  122m  rocket  fire  Approximately  0420,  sustaining  15  WIA  and  consider— 
able  damage.  On  2  Feb,  3d-  ARVN  Cav,  with  the  support  of  gunahips  free 
the  5 2d  Avn  Bn,  4th  Div,  and  aircraft  from  219th  RAC  suceeded  in  trap¬ 
ping  the  H-15  local  Faroe  Bn  on  the  3tf  entry  to  the  city  and  in  the  en^ 
suing  action  literally  destroyed  the  H-15  Bn,  accounting  for  206  enemy  ■ 
KIA  and  36  IV’e,  At  031240,  Camp  Holloway  again  came  under  enemy  rocket 
attack  with  negative  casualties.  By  4  February  the  city  was  secure,, 
units  taking  part  in  the  Pleiku  portion  of  the  TET  Offensive  inelaxled 
the  H-15  Local  Faroe  Bn,  408th  Sapper  Bn,  21st  Det  of  the  K-28  Sapper 
Bn,  3d,  4th  and  9th  VC  District  Local  Forces  Co's,  6th  and  7th  District 
Local  Force  Platoons,  and  possibly  the  5th  VC  District  Local  Force  Co’s. 
It  was  later  determined  that  the  main  attack  against  Pleiku  was  to  taka 
place  cm  2  Feb,  using  the  32d  NVA  Regt  and  the  4th  Bn,  95B  NVA  Regt 
which  waited  in  an  area  15  to  20  KM*e  west  of  Pleiku.  Destruction^!* 
the  H-15  Bn  {lead  element  for  the  attack)  caused  Coiaaltaont  ct  the  two 
NVA  units  to  be  cancelled.  By  far  the  greatest  loss  to  tho  VC  in  Pleiku 
was  the  hundreds  of  valuable  Local  Force  personnel  and  guerrilla  cadre 
thrown  into  tho  tattle  awaiting  commitment  of  the  NVA  units.  In  Dor lac, 
fighting  centered  in  and  around  Ban  Me  Thout  City.  Tho  first  attack 
vas.mado  on  30  Jon  at  0156  hours.  During  the  day  all  friendly  elements 
in  Bon  Ife  Thuot  cone  uador  ground,  mortar,  and  rocket  attacks.  By  0915 
hours,  the  VC  occupied  a  largo  percentage  of  tho  city  and  areas  of  nearby 
villages  which  wora  attacked  early  in  tho  day.  On  31  Jan  the  VC  unleash¬ 
ed  a  ground  and  mortar  attack  against  Dan  Mo  Thuot  airfield.  The 
majority  of  VC  In  Ban  Me  Thuot  City  at  this  tiro  were  Local  Force.  On  1 
Fob  contact  was  nado  by  friendly  forces  with  an  ostinatod  NVA  Rogt 
headed  for  Ban  Mo  Thuot,  located  approximately  13  yn  BSVT  of  the 'bHHf.  ' 
Heavy  contact  lasted  throughout-  the  night  in  Ban  Mo  Thuot  and  on  2  Fob 
elements  of  tho  173d  Abn  Bdo  were  sent  into  town  to  reinforce.  On  4 
Fob  there  woro  still  an  estimated  two  VC  Go*s  in  the  city.  Oh  5  Feb  at 
0154  Ban  Me  Thuot  Airfield  received  20  rounds  of  60  m  mortar  fire., and 
between,  0154  and  0517  another  110  +  rounds  of  mortar  fire  impacted  in 
tho  city.  Tho  1 55th  AHC  was  again  mortared  at  052300  as  was  Ban  Me 
Thuot  East  Airfield  and  23d  ARVN  Div.  supply  point.  Ly  6  Fob  largo 
numbers  of  VC  wore  leaving  tho  area  and  tho  city  was  relatively  secure 
by  tho  evening  hours.  Units  participating  in  the  battle  included  the 
33d  NVA  Regiment,  301st  Local  Force  Bn,  401st  Local  Foroe  Bn  fun  in¬ 
formation  on  this  unit  prior  to  the  TET  Offensive),  tho  39th  hain  Fores 
Dn,  K101  NVA  Bn  (Bpth  of  which  reportedly  had  boon  integrated  into  the 
33d  Rogt),  tho  5th  and  6th  Local  Foroe  Companies  and  rocket  elements  of 
the  40th  Artillery  Regiment.  Since  the  ond  of  the  TET  Offensive,  spor- 
atic  attacks  by  fire  Lrve  been  conducted  against  52d  Avn  elements  in 
Pleiku,  Kcntm,  and  Bon  Me  Thuot  cities.  On  6  Fob  Camp  Holloway' re- 
oioved  approximately  20  rounds  of  122m  rockets  causing  light  damage 
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and  no  personnel  causalties.  On  8  Feb,  Camp  Holloway  was  taken  under 
fire  by  an  unknown  number  of  VC  using  82mm  mortar6.  A11  rounds  landed 
outside  the  perimeter  at  0210.  On  10  Feb  Holloway  received  120-140 
82mm  mortar  rounds  from  vie  AR  827  490.  Results  for  this  attack  were 
1  US  KIA,  46  US  WlA,  and  damage  to  numerous  aircraft,  vehicles,  and 
buildings.  On  18  Feb,  58th  AHC,  Kontum  received  approximately  50 
rounds  of  82  mo  mortar  fire  with  no  daaage  or  casualties.  On  230200 
Feb,  the  155th  AHC, in  Ban  Me  Thuot  received  an  estimated  75  rounds  of 
mortlar  fire  with  negative  personnel  damage  and  light  damage  to  UH-1H. 

At  260255  Feb,  Camp  Holloway  received  approximately  70  rounds  of  mortar 
fire  resulting  in  11US  WlA,  one  POL  tanker  destroyed,  one  2  1/2  ton 
van  damaged  and  extensive  damage  to  buildings  in  the  compound.  On  4 
March  there  were  widespread  attacks  by  fire  with  Ban  Me  Thuot,  Ben  Het, 
Dak  To,  Kontum,  and  Camp  Fnari  being  the  main  targets.  Kontum  airfield 
received  seventeen  122mm  rockets  from  the  northeast  at  0300,  with  nega¬ 
tive  damage.  At  0205,  multiple  targets  in  Ban  Me  Thuot  received  an  un¬ 
known  number  of  mortar  rounds.  The  155th  AHC  suffered  one  K1A,  32  WIA 
and  one  UH-1C  destroyed.  On  5  March,  within  a  four  minute  period, 
three  targets  in  Plei'cu  were  mortared  by  the  VC.  At  0315,  the  937th 
Engr  compound. and  the  330th  RRU  compound  received  approximately  17  and 
15  rounds  of  82mm  mortar  fire  respectively,  results  were  nine  WIA  in 
the  937th  Engrs  and  three  WIA  in  the  330th  RRU.  At  0318  hours  Camp 
Holloway  received  approximately  40  rounds  of  82mm  fire,  seven  personnel 
were  WIA  and  extensive  carnage  to  buildings  and  billeting  areas  in  the 
compound.  An  item  of  interest  in  this  attack  was  the  probable  use  of 
82mm  mortar  GS  rounds  which  were  used,  minus  the  CS  agent  for  delivery 
of  hundreds  of  anti-Vietnam  war  propaganda  leaflets.  The  leaflets  were 
evidently  printed  in  early  1967  in  North  Vietnam  for  use  in  the  I  Corp 
area.  AT  060247  March,  Camp  Holloway  was  again  the  target,  receiving 
approximately  33  rounds  with  two  US  WlA.  major  damage  to  one  Helicopter, 
minor  damage  to  two  others  and  extensive,  vehicular  damage.  At  100100 
March,  Camp  Holloway  received  43  rounds  of  82mm  mortar  fire  resulting 
13  US  WIA  (10  from  the  88th  S6S  Bn).  During  the  mortar  attack  the  VC 
succeeded  in  penetrating  the  815th  Engr  Bn  perimeter  in  the  Holloway 
AO  and  set  satchel  charges  resulting  in  one.  US  KIA,  two  US  WIA  and  ex¬ 
tensive  damage  to  engineer  equipment.  Two  VC  were  killed  by  small  arms 
within  the  perimeter.  New  Fleiku  Airbase  was  also  taken  under  fire  by 
enemy  mortars  during  the  same  period  with  no  US  casualities  and  light 
damage  to  two  "spooky"  aircraft.  On  132227  Mar,  Bun  Me  Thuot  City  re¬ 
ceived  approximately  200  rounds  of  mortar  fire,  51  of  which  impacted 
in  the  155th  AHC  area.  Friendly  losses  were  one  KIA  and  10  WIA.  At 
172255  Mar,  Kontum  City  received  36  rounds  122  ram  rocket  fire.  Rounds 
impacted  within  the  vicinity  of  the  24th  STZ  Hq,  299th  Engr,  2/1  Cav, 
57th  AHC  and  503  Abn  Inf  Bn.  Negative  US  casualties  were  reported. 
Kontum  airfield  was  again  taken  under  fire  by  rockets  with  3  attacks  in 
rapid  succession  at  202350,  210400  and  211245  April.  There  were  no 
personnel  casualties,  and  light  damage  to  one  UH-1C,  one  struck  and  the 
57th  AHC  mesa  hall.  At  241802  Mar  the  57th  AHC  received  three  rds  of 
122mm  rocket  fire  which  impacted  outside  the  companies  west  perimeter 
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causing  negative  casualties  or  damage.  At  262310  March,  Dan  Mo  Thuot 
155tb  AKG  roooivad  and  unknown  number  of  mortar  rounds  with  negative  OS 
oasualtlos.  At  290145  March  an  anno  pad  located  in  the  ARVN  ASP  war  - 
tomato  cl  by  Sapper  Porscnno].,  At  0200  Camp  Holloway  received  33  rounds  of 
32m  mortar  fire,  resulting  in  three  WIA*s,  one  UH-1K  destroyed,  three 
UH-1C  and  three  UH-1H  moderate  dnnago,  throe  UH-1C,  six  UH-1H  and  one  0-1 
ldgh^  damage  aixi.  light  damage, _tp  the  .control  tower  anl  several  buildings. 
Enemy  activity  ag<dnst>  524  Aviated  nfajta  in’.  April'  whs  light.  On  4  April, 
a  coordinated  'sapper -nor thy  attach  was  launched  against  Comp  Holloway  and 
the  SI  5th  Engineer  Compound  in  ik/ Holloway  AD,  Sdppara  'attempted  to 
ontor  tho  onginoor  porimoter  at  0105,  eight  NVA  wore  killod  in  the  wires. 
At  0117  Camp  Holloway  was  taken  under  mortar  attack,  receiving  approxi¬ 
mately  35-40  rounds.  No  porsonnal  casualties  were  sustained.  A  52d 
security  detachment  patrol  imodiataly  took  tho  mortar  positions  under 
tiro  with  gunships  supporting.  Four  noro  NVA  were  killod  at  the  mortar 
sites  and  one  wounded  NVA  cdpturod.  Material  captured  at  both  the  quarry 
and  tho  nortar  positions  included  one  32m  mortar  tube  and  base  plate, 
ton  unexpended  mortar  rounds,  three  AK-4'i’ 1  s ,  one  B40  RK  T/throo  rounds, 

31  satchol  charges,  numorous  grenades,  and  a  ccmpleto  company  sized  med¬ 
ical  kit.  Tonative  identification  of  the  NVA  unit  involved  is  the  408th  . 
Bn  based  on  one  infiltration  pass  tokon  from  one  KIA  at  the  riortnr  site. 
Interrogation  of  tho  PVJ  was  not  possible  duo  to  paralysis  from  brain 
dnnago.  On  14  April  at  2330  hours  the  VC  made  another  attempt  to  mortar 
Conp  Holloway,  Alert  radar  crows,  however,  pickod  up  novonont  and 
countornortar  firo  and  snail  arms  firo  was  brought  on  thoarca.  The  VC 
loft  beforo  fir  inf-  any  rounds,  A  swoop  was  brought  on  the  aroa  on  15 
April  revealed  three  rep nrod  mortar  positions  and  approximately  sixty 
82nn  fuze  well  plugs,  Tho  VC  returned  on  the  night  of  16  April  and  mort¬ 
ared  315th  Engineer  Dn  at  tho  rock  quarry,  Tho  last  attack  on  a  52d  unit 
during  tho  reporting  period  took  placo  on  26  April  at  2315  hours.  Tho 
155th  AHC  raeoivod  fra;  40-60  rounds  of  82mm  nortar  firo  from  positions 
approximately  one  kilometer  NW  of  the  airfield,  Rooults  of  tho  attack 
wore  nino  tT,S,  1JIA,  three  UH-1II  hoavy  domago,  one  UH-1C,  ono  UH-1H  and 
one  UH-1D  moderate  darago.  Numerous  attacks  by  firo  on  friendly  instal¬ 
lations  in  tho  Kontun,  Floiku,  and  Dan  Mo  Thuot  areas  wore  recorded  dur¬ 
ing  tho  reporting  period  which  did  not  involve  5 2d  Aviation  units. 

b.  MOVEMENTS 

During  tho  reporting  poriod  thoro  was  a  significant  shift  of  onony 
forces  in  tho  highlands  aroa.  In  oarly  Fobmary,  tho  174th  Rogimont, 
after  attacking  Tan  Conh  on  4  February,  moved  South  to  positions  East  and 
West  of  Highway  14N  botv/ocn  I’loiku  and  Kontum  anc!  botwoon  m‘  ‘  ’’ebruary 
and  mid  March  conductod  numerous  ambushes  on  tho  highway,  Tho  3 2d  llog- 
ixnont,  minus  tho  Sixth  Dattnlion,  moved  to  Darlnc  in  February,  whoro  it 
was  ro ported  to  bo  tne  nucloas  for  a  now  division.  In  mid  March  a  now 
unit,  the  209th  Regiment,  was  infiltrated  into  tho  western  Kontum  aroa 
from  LAOS.  Botwooi  Fobrunry  and  March  tho  NT  1  Division  Hoadquartors 
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moved  south  frcsn  the  Dak  So  area  to  the  Ploiku  Province.  In  late  March 
tho  r.ta  j or  portion  of  tho  66th  Regiment  left  the  Dak  To  area  and  moved 
south  to  the  Floiku  -  Kontun  Provinco  western  border  area.  Completion 
of  the  Plei  Trap  road  linking  route  512  and  Laos  and  from  Kontun  Province 
south  into  Pleiku  to  a  point  directly  vast  of  Plei  Djoreng  Special  Pores b 
comp  allows  movement  of  heavy  trucks  and  tracked  vehicles  along  its  entire 
•route  and  as  of  the  closing  period,  heavy  infiltration  of  both  equipment 
and  personnel  continues.  Work  on  tho  Dak  Pok  road  north  continues,  and 
contacts  by  CIDG  units  with  NVA  forcos  has  boon  heavy  during  tho  closing 
two  wooks  of  this  period.  Tho  future  months  should  show  an  incroas  in 
infiltration  into  SVN  along  those  routes  as  tho  NVA  placo  more  importance 
on  action  or  a  major  victory  in  tho  highlands  as  a  must  for  establishing 
a  political  bargaining  position. 

o.  NEW  UNITS 

During  the  roporting  period  sovoral  now  units  wore  confirmed  in  the 
highlands  area.  Tho  408th  Sapper  Battalion,  active  in  Pleiku  Province 
during  the  la3t  reporting-;  period,  participated  in  the  TET  attack  on 
Pleiku  City  and  has  boon  thought  to  be  responsible  for  every  mortar  at-'s 
tack  on  Pleiku,  and  since  (than)  has  boon  in  contact  several  tines  during 
tho  roporting  period,  Thoro.  is-  sufficient,  ijjformtionJto  carry  only  the 
'21st  Company  of  the  battalion  in  order  ,  of  battle,  however,  do'cunontation 
has  shown  tho  company  prpbably  to  have'  boon  formed  as  oorly  ns  Doccr.iber 
1966  or  January  1967,  and  activo  in  fleiku- Province  since  -that  'time.,  Hi 
lato  February  the  entire  209th  NVA  Roginont  (AKA  320th  Roginent)  infil- 
tratod  from  North  Vietnam  entering  the  Kontun  Provinco  from  tho  Tri-bor 
dor  nron.  Tho  406th  Sapp or  Battalion  is  boliovod  to  have  infiltrated 
from  North  Viotnnn,  placed  subordinate  to  the  Kontun  Provincial  Military 
Connittqo,  and  was  first  contactod  in  Dan  Me  Thuot  City  during  tho  TET 
offon3ivo.  Thoro  has  lxian  one  additional  contact  with  tho  401st  Battal¬ 
ion  sinoo  thon.  Tho  K-39  Infantry  Battalion  was  contactod  during  TET  and 
indications  aro  the  battalion,  nftor  infiltrating  fron  North  Viotnnn,  was 
placod  OPCON  to  tho  33d  Regiment  for  tho  TET  offensive.  During  tho  later 
part  of  the  roporting  period  contact  was  ostablishod  north  of  Dak  Pok  with 
tho  10th  Roginont,  •  Tho  regime nt  is  boliovod  to  bo  a  tronsportation-ong- 
inoor  unit  subordinate  to  tho  NVA  559th  Transportation  Ciroup,  and  engaged 
in  rosupply  and  road  building  north  of  Dak  Pole,  Thcro  is  insufficient 
ovidanco  to  confirm  the  unit^  status  at  this  tine.  During  the  latter 
portion  of  tho  roporting  period  thoro  woro  continuing  agent  reports  that 
elements  of  tho  NT2  NVA  Division  had  infiltrated  into  tho  northern  Kontum 
Province  above  Dak  Pek,  howevor,  thoro -is  no  evidence  to  confirm  these 
reports. 


d.  NEW  WEAPONS 

Sovoral  weapons,  now  to  the  Corps  area  and  of  concorn  to  aviation 
units,  were  introduced  during  the  roporting  period.

One  radar-controlled  57tan  gun  was  verified  in  country  by  ?th  Air 
Force  at  the  northern  terminus  of  the  Plei  Trap  Road,  Plane  throwers 
were  used  against  friendly  troops  for  the  first  tine  in  the  highlands 
during  the  reporting  period,  On  1  February,  one  Soviot  Model  L?0  flarae- 
thrower  was  capturod  during  tho  city  fighting  in  Kontun  fron  a  nonber  of 
the  24th  NVA  Regime  nt ,  One  PW,  a  company  commander  in  tho  24th  Regiment, 
veftifiod  there  were  two  of  'the  LPO's  assigned  to  tho  Reg-jjaent .  On.  26 
March  1966',  olcnonts  of  the  209th  NVA  Regiment  used  flare  throwers  against 
US  forces  in  an  attack  against  the  3/Cth  Infantry  FSB  west  of  Kontun. 
Flamethrowers  wero  ag-ain  used  against  olononts  of  tho  US  hta  Inf  Dn  dur¬ 
ing'  an  early  morning  attack  on  29  April.  Tho  NVA  unit  involved  i3  in- 
known  at  this  tine  but  beliovcd  to  havo  boon  olononts  of  the  209th  Rog- 
inont.  Chonical  olononts  of  the  NT1  Division  wero  bcliaved  to  have  pos¬ 
sessed  flamethrowers }  howovor,  the  24th  NVA  Regiment  was -subordinate  to 
MR  5  during;  the  TET  Offensive  and  there  is,  no  indication  that  the  209th 
Rogixnnt  is  subordinate  to  NT  1  Division'  at  this  tins .  Relegation  of  tho 
flaimthrovcrs  to  regir.iontal-sizod  units  indicates  the  probability  of  noro 
widespread  uso  of  the  woapyn  against  friondly  units  and  installations  in 
tho  highlands  during  the  coning  months.

Tho  52d  Co  'bat  Aviation  Battalion  was  on  normal  oiwrntional  alart 
ntatua  v;ho  \  thu  Connmist  TJJT  Offensive  omipted  during  tho  oarly 
seming  hours  of  30  January  1968.  Though  doployud  at  throo  separate  loc¬ 
ations,  rear  ing  from  Kontui :  in  the  north  am'  Ban  Mo  Thuot  in  tha  south, 
attacks  woro  orrriod  out  almost  sliiultanooyjjly  at  all  throo  locations, 
find  Moderate  to  heavy  fi,  htlng  continued  until  5  Ibbrunry.  Tho  follow¬ 
ing  suMietlon  doncribco  the  actions  of  tto  52d  Combat  Aviation  Battalion 
during  tho  period,  in  an  offort  to  repel  and  dofo.t  olonontn  of  tho  North 
ViatniuiOMQ  Amy  and  National  Liberation  Front  forcoa  in  tto  province  a 
of  Kontun,  Floiku  and  Darina,  Republic  of  Viotnnn. 


Tlio  objectives  of  tho  onony  during  th..  considered  period  is  not 
yot  fi  lly  understood.  Iio'-evcr,  it  nu "fleas  to  -ay  that  tho  ovurn.ll 
offensive  plan  v/as  woll  orgnuizod,  coordinatod  and  executed,  with  i'ia.1  or 
attaako  boing  lnunchod  against  civilian  govomnont  Ktrongholda  and  US 
sup  'ly  and  0  'bat  nu  .port  Installations. 
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30  JANUARY  1968 


The  first  attack  against  the  52d  Combat  aviation  Battalion  was  , 
launched  against  Camp  Holloway,  Pleiku,  at  0140  hours  by  an  unknown 
main  force  unit.  The  enemy  mortar  crews  (three  82mm  mortar  tubes)  moved 
into  position  (AR  817477)  under  the  cover  of  darkness,  and  at  0140  hours 
fired  ten  to  fifteen  rourids,  impacting  north  to  south  on  a  lateral  sheath 
200  meters  wide;  the  majority  of  rounds  falling  within  the  aircraft  re¬ 
vetment  area.  The  location  of  the  enemy  position  was  visually  confirmed 
by  the  airfield  tower,  and  counter -mortar  fire  was  immediately  initiated, 
mid  gunships  launched  to  neutralize  the  target.  As  the  gunships  were 
launched ,  fifteen  additional  rounds  of  mortar  fire  was  received  in  the 
same  general  location.  The  firing  ceased  however,  when  airborne  gun- 
shipfi  engaged  the  enemy  position  with  aerial  rocket  and  mini-gun  fire. 

At  the  same  time,  harassing  and  Interdiction  fire  was  placed  on  all  ave¬ 
nues  of  approach  and  escape,  virtually  eliminating  any  possible  coordi¬ 
nated  attack  by  enemy  infantry  and  sapper  elements, 

A  sustained  attack  against  the  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  at 
Kontum  began  at  0212  hours.  The  enemy  plan  was  to  eliminate  support  fa¬ 
cilities  in  the  Kontum  area  before  seizing  the  local  government  and  the 
city  Itself.  The  airfield,  the  primary  objective,  was  attacked  by  ap¬ 
proximately  200  enemy  personnel  including  sapper,  security  and  indirect 
fire  elements.  When  the  enemy  was  detected  during  the  early  morning 
hours,  the  enemy  had  maneuvered  to  a  point  within  fifty  meters  of  the 
defensive  wire.  Upon  detection,  the  57th  brought  deadly  fire  to  boro 
upon  the  enemy.  Gunships  were  launched  from  Kontixa  and  shortly  re¬ 
ceived  reinforcements  frcm  the  Battalion  at  Pleiku.  Using  mini-guns  and 
4 0mm  grenade  launchers,  the  enemy  attack  was  broken  and  escape  routes 
sealed  off.  Enemy  toops  were  caught  in  the  wire  and  In  ditches  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  wire,  and  the  Intense  fire  cut  them  down.  As  daylight  came, 
fifty-nine  (59)  bodies  were  counted  around  thu  perimeter.  Numerous 
others  could  not  be  recovered  due  to  heavy  sniper  fire  along  the  east 
end  of  the  airfield.  Throughout  the  day  sniper,  rocket  and  mortar  fire 
continued,  inflicting  only  minor  damage.  57th  personnel  were  well  disci-., 
plined  and  suffered  only  light  casualties;  however,  combat  damage  was 
sustained  by  seven  of  the  attacking  gunships. 


Camp  Coryell  at  Ban  Me  Thuot  was  attacked  by  mortars  at  approximately 
0250  hours,  when  twenty  (20)  rounds  fell  within  the  confines  of  the  155th 
perimeter.  At  the  time  of  the  attack,  the  compound  was  at  one  hundred 
percent  ale^rt,  with  gun  arid  {lareships  airborne  over  the  area.  As 
the  mortar  rounds  fell,  enemy  ground  probing  attacks  were  launched 
from  the  south  and  east,  supported  by  automatic  weapons  fire  and  B-40 
rockets.  In  a  coordinated  effort,  sappers  attempted  to  breach  the  peri¬ 
meter.  However,  friendly  fires  soon  reached  such  proportions  as  to 
drive  the  enemy  elements  back,  seeking  cover.  Two  of  the  enemy  mortal 
positions  were  destroyed  and  forty  (40)  of  the  enamy  lay  dead  in  and 
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around  the  perimeter  wire.  No  friendly  casualties  were  sustained,  but 
six  aircraft  received  light  to  moderate  damage  during  the  brief  engage¬ 
ment. 

As  daylight  came,  the  morning  of  30  January,  reports  filtered  In 
that  the  enemy  elements  near  Plelku  were  moving  In  the  open,  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  already  breached  Tet  Cease  Fire.  One  reinforced  company 
was  located  northeast  of  Camp  Holloway  by  gunships,  but  permission  to  en-  . 
gage  was  denied  at  the  time,  and  surveillance  Instructions  were  Issued. 
Shortly  thereafter,  a  battalion,  later  identified  as  the  H-15  Battalion, 
was  reported  moving  from  the  south  towards  Plelku.  Three  pairs  of  52d 
gunships  were  diverted  to  the  reported  location,  and  almost  simultaneously 
the  cease  fire  was  cancelled  by  II  Corps  Headquarters  and  permission  to 
engage  hostile  targets  was  granted.  The  first  gunahlp  to  engage  re¬ 
ceived  a  withering  barrage  of  mail  arms  fire  and  took  numerous  hits. 
However,  his  wingpaan  turned  in  and  niubers  of  the  enemy  riflemen  fell  to 
his  guns.  Again  and  again  the  H-IS  Battalion  was  attacked,  and  by  early 
Afternoon  had  been  completely  deccmated.  The  previously  reported  company 
size  enemy  element  broke  and  ran  as  it  was  engaged.  Though  casualties 
were  suffered  in  their  ranks,  most  managed  to  reach  the  safety  of  a 
large  wooded  area  further  to  the  north.  Gunships  were  nailed  off  and 
armored  cavalry  elements  pursued  in  an  attempt  to  seek  out  and  destroy 
the  enemy. 

This  «ras  one  of  the  most  intense  engagements  ever  recorded  between 
enemy  ground  and  Army  air  elements  in  the  Central  Highlands,  resulting 
in  an  overwhelming  victory  for  allied  forces.  When  captured  later  in  the 
day,  the  H-15  Battalion  Commander  stated  his  forces  no  longer  existed  due 
to  the  extremely  heavy  casualties.  Only  very  minor  casualties  and  light 
damage  was  suffered  by  the  52d  Combat  Aviation  Battalion.  A  confirmed 
enemy  count  indicated  twenty-five  (25)  captured  and  a  conservative  esti¬ 
mate  of  two  hundred  (200)  killed.  Cavalry  elements  reported  an  additional 
175  cuptured  and  one  hundred  (100)  killed. 

On  30  January,  all  attempts  to  breach  perimeter  of  the  52d  Combat 
Aviation  Battalion  were  thwarted.  Though  fire  continued  throughout  the 
day  and  night,  aviation  companies  continued  to  fly  as  directed  and  meet 
normal  misuion  requirements  and  inflict  damage  on  the  enemy. 

31  JANUARY  1968 

During  the  late  evening  hours  of  30  January  and  the  early  morning 
hours  of  the  31st,  tension  continued  to  mount  in  the  Central  Highlands. 
Enemy  elements  in  battalion  strength  or  larger  were  reported  moving  on 
Plelku,  Kontum  and  Ban  Me  Thuot. 

Between  the  hours  of  0230  and  0330,  a  seriessof  reports  from  the 
24th  Special  Tactical  Zone  indicated  a  serious  enemy  threat  was  deve¬ 
loping  in  the  Kontum  sector.  An  NVA/VC  force,  estimated  at  150  strength, 
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was  reported  overrunning  their  perimeter  end  final  bunkers  had  been  occu¬ 
pied,  A  105a*a  artillery  battery  was  also  reported  to  be  infiltrated  and 
possibly  in  one  my  hards.  The  5  2d  TOG  was  also  notified  that  H1CV  and  the 
B-24  compounds  were  being  overrun,  Tactical  air  was  imediately  request- 
ad  and  guns hi pa  wore  again  launched  to  support  the  be leagued  compounds. 

In  oach  instance,  the  onomy  was  caught  in  the  open,  attempting  to  breach 
the  perimeter  wire,  Ropeatedly,  5 2d  gunships  braved  heavy  enany  fire  and 
amdo  firing  passes  until  tho  cnory  forces  withdrew,  leaving  numerous  dead 
and  equipment  behind  in  tho  wire  entagleraonts.  Before  dawn,  an' enemy 
force  of  300-500  troops  was  reported  east  of  Korrfcum  and  moving  toward  th» 
airfield  complex.  The  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  Cowaander  again 
requested  guns  hip  reinforcements ,  The  enemy  force  was  immediately  taken 
under  fire  by  security  elements,  and  shortly  thereafter  were  engaged  by 
UH-ICs.  A  devastating  array  of  firepower  was  unleashed  on  tho  onomy,  and. 
again  ho  failed  to  broach  tho  perimeter.  As  daylight  come,  seven  onomy 
bodies  wore  counted  in  tho  wiro  and  numerous  blood  trails  led  tho  sw y  to 
tho  south,  Forth-sovon  onomy  dood  woro  counted  in  and  around  tho  B-24 
complex,  and  thirty  more  woro  reportedly  in  and  around  the  other  com¬ 
pounds  mentioned.  Basod  on  tho  size  of  tho  reported  attacks,  no  dauby  ~ 
untold  numbers  went  unre ported. 

An  nil  out  effort  was  being  mado  by  tha  one  my  to  oacupy  the  city  of 
Ban  Mo  Thuot,  Elononts  of  tho  155th  woro  fired  on  throughout  tho  day, 
but  no  concentrated  attacks  were  lnuaohod  against  the  air  Hold,  Even  so, 
gunships  continued  to  fly  and  engage  the  onomy,  while  ground  personnel 
bolstered  thoir  own  dofanses. 

At  Ploiku,  tho  onomy  occupied  tho  s author n  and  western  parts  of  the 
oity,  and  house -to-houso  fighting  ensUod.  Duo  to  the  proximity  to  cavi- 
11 an  poraonnul,  tactical  air  or  artillery  could  not  bo  onployud  against 
anuiy  positions;  consequently,  tho  "Flying  Dragons"  gunships  woro  called 
in  onco  'again.  Throughout  tho  day,  cavalry  o laments  fixed  known  onomy 
pockets  of  resistance  and  gunships  engaged  with  rockets,  grenades  and 
mini -guns  to  oxpol  tho  aneiy.  Block  by  block  tho  onomy  was  driven  hack, 
and  by  nightfall  the  southern  half  of  tho  city  woo  in  friendly  hands. 

By  tho  and  of  tho  second  day  of  contact,  crews  of  the  52d  Oonbat 
Aviation  Battalion  had  boon  airborne  almost  continuously  for  forth-oight 
hours.  Although  gunships  woro  primarily  engaged  in  destruction  missions, 
UH-1H  helicopters  ro positioned  ground  olomonts  throughout  tho  period  to 
moot  now  throats,  CH-47s  worked  around  tho  clock  ro supplying  badly  need¬ 
ed  ammunition  and  oupplios.  Though  all  units  wore  bono  tired,  personnel 
bogan  making  preparations  for  anothor  twenty— four  hours  of  tho  same, 

1  PEBRUART  1968 


Personnel  of  tho  1 55th  Assault  Jloliooptor  Company  at  Ban  Mo  Thuot 
woro  only  to  have  a  brief  ropriovo,  for  at  0210  hours,  onomy  mortar 
rounds  again  foil  within  tho  coupound,  Qunshlps  and  flare  ships  wro 
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innodiatoly  dispatched.  Once  tho  aircraft  bocwio  airborne  and  the  onony 
nortar  crews  wero  engaged,  tho  hostile  firs  censed .  Nevertheless,  tho 
155th  sustained  six  casualties  during  tho  engagement  and  fivo  airdraft 
roccivod  light  to  hoavy  damage.  Sniper  firo  continued  ns  tho  onony  mado 
on  all  out  of fort  to  totally  overrun  Ban  Ko  Thuot .  Gunships  remained 
dvor  tho  city  a  id  .surrounding  terrain  most  of  the  day  inflicting  heavy 
but  unconfirmed  casualties  on  tho  enemy. 

At  0230  hours  on  1  February,  52d  gunships  wore  again  divortod  to 
Kontum  and  wore  employed  thr oughout  tho  remaining  hours  of  darkness 
against  built-up  arons  within  tho  city  nnd  to  th  north.  During  the  day 
sniper  firo  continued  alone  tho  eastern  and  western  portions  of  tho  57th 
porinotcr.  Another  rockot  nd.  nrrtar  attack  was  launched  by  the  enoi.-y 
at  dusk,  but  ended  whon  counterf iro  was  called  iii,  However*,  the  onony 
bogap  to  probe  tho  57th  defonsoa  at  1910  hours.  Onco  again  gunshipa 
.were  •aallod  .in  to  uxpel  tho  enemy  ©lowents  attempting •  to  penetrate  tho 
perimeter .  Ropoatod  firing;  runs  wero .made  adjacent  t'  the  viro  on  all 
'  side 3  of  the  compound  and  a  concentrated,  attack  failed  to  materialize , 

Elements  of  tho  52d  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  had  sust  lned  heavy 
aircraft  damgo  during  tho  previous  seventy-two  hours  as  a  result  of 
rocket  and  mortar  attacks  and  engagement  with  enemy  ground  elements. 
Howovor,  maintenance  crews  frantically  mado  ropaira,  as  .by  this  time, 
tho  mere  survival  of  battr.lion  olorionts  depended  on  its  fleet  of  heli¬ 
copters.  .  Undor  impassible  conditions,  aferaft  were  made  flyable,  and 
tho  Battalion  made  ready  for  its  fourth  .day  of  uninterrupted  combat. 

;  •  2  FEBRUARY  1968 

In  Kontm,  u  coordinated  mortar,  rocket  and  ground  attack  was 
launchod  against  tho  MACV,  Signal  and  Special  Forces  complexes  at  about 
0220  hours.  Six  light  guns!  ip  toons  wore  dispatched  tq  support  allied 
forces  in  tho..  city,  against  hoavy  firo,  Again,  enemy  elements  woro  en¬ 
gaged  attempting ■ to  breach  tho  friendly  positions,  and  gunships  inflict¬ 
ed  hoavy  casualties.  Scattered  fighting  continued  after  the  initial  ua- 
shult  was  broken,  and  a  cumulative  body  count  (jIVA/Vc)  of  203  was  report¬ 
ed. 


Camp  Coryell  again  came  under  mortar  attack  at  0310  hours, .  suffering 
moderato  aircraft  dopago.  Howovor,  porsonnol  discipline  romninod  excel¬ 
lent  anti  no  caaualtios  wore  sustainod. 


Camp  Hollovay  wan  attac'  od  by  elements  of  the  40th  NVA  Artillory 
Rogimont  at  0400  hours,  TwcRty-fivo  rotuxls  wore  firoc1.  into  aircraft 
rovotnonts  and  motor  park  arons  from  four  82rnn  mortar  tubes  located  at 
AR  815475.  Immediately,  friendly  artillery,  mortars  and  gunships  wore 
omployod  and  engaged  tho  onoray  firing  positions.  Enomy  casualties  suf¬ 
fered  wore  unkn own J .  howovor,-  friendly  elements  suffered  light  personnel 
casualties  ns  a.  result  of  tho  attack  and.  moderate  yquipmori^  Gnpago , 
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3  FEBRUARY  1968 


In  the  early  morning  hours  of  the  3rd,  Comp  Holloway  was  onco  again 
attacked  by  an  unknown  size  ole  Rent  of  the  40th  iJVA  Artillery  Regiment. 

Six  rounds  of  122mm  rockets  were  firod  into  tho  conpound.  But  of  the  six 
rounds  fired,  only  two  ,detonatod.  Tho  only  damage  resulted  when  a  10,000 
gallon  JP-4  bladder  was  ignited  and  destroyed  before  the  fire  could  bo 
brought  under  control,  'l'he  attack  was  discovered  by  the  52d  Security  De¬ 
tachment  when  they  sighted  the  first  round  leaving  the  launcher .  Cunships 
were  sent  aloft  and  tho  rocket  site  engaged;  whereupon,  incoming  fire 
ceased.  Possible  onemy  casualties  could  not  be  fonfirmed,  though  several 
blood  trails  wore  found  at  dawn  leading  away  to  tho  north. 


In  the  Kontum  and  Ban  lie  Thuot  areas,  enemy  activity  decreased  no¬ 
ticeably.  However,  tho  onemy  continued  to  rocket  and  mortar  the  airfields 
at  random  intervals  throughout  tho' day  and  night. 

For  the  first  timt  in  five  days  tho  tempo  of  action  was  beginning 
to  wane.  Friendly  ground  forces  wore  securing  tho  cities  and  surrounding 
terrain;  thus  allowing  52d  elements  to  breath  again  and  begin  rebuilding 
and  reorganizing  against  further  hostilities, 

4  FEBRUARY  1968 

Kontum  and  tho  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  wore  relatively  in¬ 
active  during  the  day,  except  for  a  122m  rocket  attack  at  1600  hours. 

The  city  itself^ was  reported  secure  except  for  sporadic  sniper  fire.  How- 
over,  the  57th  romainod  at  one  hundred  percent  alert  and  maintained  con¬ 
tinuous  illumination  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

Bon  Mb  Thuot  was  still  partially  occupied  by  scattered  enemy  ele¬ 
ments,  but  resistance  was  dominishing.  Nevertheless,  an  82mtn  mortar 
attack,  supported  by  B-40  rockets,  was  launched  against  Camp  Coryoll  with 
negative  personnel  casualties.  Equipment  damage  was  reportedly  moderate . 

Ploiku  was  completely  in  the  hands  of  allied  forces  by  4  Fobruary. 

5  FEBRUARY  1968 

Camp  Coryell  at  Ban  Mo  Thuot  was  hit  by  enemy  mortars  at  0150  hours, 
as  approximately  twenty  rounds  fell  within  the  confines  of  the  compound,. 
Sinco  personnel  wore  already  at  one  h”ndrcd  percent  alert  status,  no  ca¬ 
sualties  wero  incurred,  and  only  light  equipment  damage  was  reported. 

An  estimated  enemy  battalion  moved  to  within  three  kilometers  of  the 
MACV  compound  in  Kontuiu  during  the  early  morning  hours,  -and  were  immed¬ 
iately  ongugod  by  gunships  from  tho  52d  Combat  Aviation  Battalion.  After 
a  heavy  exchange  of  fire,  the  enemy  was  dispersed  and  turned  tyiclc  with 
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obviously  killed  and  wounded  numbers  of  the  enomy,  no  confirmed  kills 
could  be  established  duo  to  darkness.

(A)  26  April  -  (57th  AHC)  UH-1C  aircraft  66-15147  received 
automatic  weapons  fire  (30  Cal)  and  was  hit  3ix  times  in  the  vicinity 
of  Yj-, 848399.  One  crew-member  was  WIA  and  the  aircraft  received  light 
damage. 

(5)  26  April  -  (179th  AHC)  CH-47A  aircraft  66-19669  Crashed 
and  burned  with  ten  personnel  on  board  at  YA'i  83533-  The  accident  is 
presently  under  investigation.  The  cause  is  unknown  at  this  time.  All 
ten  personnel  were  KIA  and  the  aircraft  destroyed. 

(6)  27  April  -  The  57th  AHC  supported  project  Prairie  Fire 
with  eighteen  UH-IH's  and  twelve  UH-IC’s  during  a  tactical  emergency 
extraction  of  118  pax's  in  18  sorties.  The  operation  was  completed 
without  incident  and  a  total  of  27  hours  flown. 

(7)  27  April  -  The  57th  AHC  supported  1/1 2  Inf  Bn  with  ten 
UH-IH's  and  four  UH--1 C '3  during  a  CA  from  YA815963  to  YA829909  in  which 
200  pax's  were  lifted  in  40  sorties  to  complete  the  operation.  Small 
aims  and  automatic  weapons  fire  were  received  in.  the  LZ  but  there  was 
negative  damage  to  friendly  elements. 

(8)  28  April  -  The  57th  AHC  porfomed  multiple  lifts  in 
support  of  the  3d  Inf  Bde,  4th  Inf  Div,  with  eight  Ul'-IH's  and  four. 
UH-IC's.  A  total  of  450  pax's  were  lifted  in  64  sorties  during  a  total 
of  15  hours  flown.

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II^)Section  II  Lessons  Learned:  Commander's  Observations,  Evaluations 
and  Recommendations : 


a.  Personnel  (None) 

b.  Operations 

c.  (1)  Allocation  of  assets  to  perform  airmobile  tasks:' 

'  (a)  Observations :  Allocations  of  aircraft  to  perform  air¬ 
mobile  task  have  been  made  by  ground  commanders  on  numerous  ’Occasions 
.without  the  first  step  of  airmobile  planning  i.e,,  liaison  between  the 
airmobile  task  force  commander  and  the  air  mission  commander.  This 
battalion  has  received  requests  ior  the  air  mission  commander  to  report 
one  hour  prior  to  pick  up  zone  time  for  recon  and  selection  of  an  LZ. 
Often  during  liaison  with  the  ainikobile  task  force  commander,  recommend¬ 
ations  were  made  for  aviation  assets  necessary  to  complete  the  airmobile 
task  by  the  air' mission  commander,  to  include  other  support  such  ms  TAC/ 
AIR  and  artillery. 

(b)  Evaluation:'  In  mast.ctses  the  ainnobilo  tasks  were 
completed  with  less  than  the  aviation  assets  required  and  without  sup¬ 
porting  fire  due  to  the  3hort  notice  and  required  completion  time  of  the 
airmobile  task.  Operating  under  these  conditions  have  resulted  in  higher 
risk  rates" to  the  lifting  and  lifted  elements  in  the  PZ  and  LZ  of  air¬ 
mobile  operations  that  require  a  final  extraction  in  contention  with  a 
combat  assault. 


(c)  Recommendation;  Frequently,  very  little  planning  and 
reaction  time  will  be  avi’’lable  to  the  airmobile  task  force  c oilmen der, 
however,  o;e rating  principles  of  an  airmobile  combat  assault  arc  never¬ 
theless  valid.  Ground  commanders  can  reduce  tie  risk  factors  by  re¬ 
quiring  the  same  short  order  responsivopess  of  avialablo  artillery  fire 
support  for  LZ  preparation,  and  insure  that  the  required  aviation  assets 
recommended  by  the  air  mission  commander  are  made  avialablo.  .  The  re¬ 
quirement  to  plan,  organize  a no  execute  a  successful  airmobile  operation, 
with  minimum . risk  to  both  ground  and  aviation  elements  on  short  notice, 
can  be  net  but  ground  commanders  must  adhere  to  published  standard 
operating", procedures  of  airmobile  o uoratio.  s. .  Further  recommend  that  a 
review  of  ground  unit  OOP's  for  airmobile  operations  be  condvctod  to 
insure  that  valid  operating  pro.:  durefl  are  included,  • 

(2)  Medium  Helicopter  Operations  .(CHs-4?): 


(a)  Observations:  • 

1.  Medium  helicopter  (CH-47 )  employment  as  requested, 
and  directed,  is  not  achieving  maximum  utilization  'in  its  primary  role# 
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The  CH-47  helicopter  is  being  used  extensively  in  lieu  of  fixedttdtng,  air' 
craft  for  the  airlift  of  combat  equipment  and  personnel  from  one  fixed 
wing  landing  strip  to  another. 


2,  Supported  ground  ’unite  have  on  numerous  oc¬ 
casions  scheduled  airlift  of  non-essential  cargo  for  CH-4?  delivery  to 
forward  units  when  requirements  existed  for  combat  essential  cargo. 
Requirements  for  combat  essential  oargo  can  normally  be  determined  a  day 
prior  to  actual  need,  ,  This  battalion  has  received  requests  for  airlift 
of  combat  essential  cargo  as  tactical  emergency  missions  the  same  day 
that  non-essential  cargo  was  being  lifted  for  tho  requesting  tactical 
unit  (normally  battalions),  CH-47  helicopters  have  flown  during  tho 
hours  of  darkness,  at  considerable  risk  of  losing  both  tho  aircraft  and 
supplies,  to  complete  these  emergency  resupply  missions. 

(b)  Evaluations  CH-47  helicopter  support  it:  terma 
of  flight  time,  has  been  improperly  utilized  and  not  available  to  sup¬ 
port  in  its  primary  role  i,  e.,  airlift  of  combat  troops,  supplies  and 
equipment  to  units  inaccessible  by  other  expedient  transportation  means. 

(q)  Recommendation ; 

1 ,  Ground  units  must  be  required  to  oubmit  re¬ 
quests  for  airlift  of  combat  essential  supplies  a  minimum  of  24  hours 
prior  to  required  delivery.  Non-essential  cargo  will  bo  scheduled  as  a 
second  priority  for  movement . 


2,  Further  recommend  that  fixod  wing  aircraft 
(C-7A  and  D-123)  support  at  division  level  to  release  CH-47  helicopters 
from  missions  that  involve  airlift  of  combat  troops  and  cargo  from  one 
fixed  wing  uirfield  to  another, 

(3)  UH-1H  Utilization: 

(a)  Observations  Utilization  reports  maintained  by 
this  unit  indicate  that  an  over  increasing  number  of  hours  are  being 
flown  by  UH-1H  typo  aircraft  on  cownand /control  or  administrative/ 
liaaon  typo  missions  to  support  ground  units.  In  the  past  those  aircraft 
were  allocated  to  the  ground  unit  to  support  airlift  of  supplies  and 
equipment  or  for  troop  lift  furlng  combat  assaults  (tho  primary  role  of 
tho  UH-1H  type  aircraft). 


(b).  Evaluation :  Aircraft  have  been  flown  during  tho 
hours  of  darkness  duo  to  improper  planning  by  ground  units  to  effect 
tactical  resupply  earlier  in  tho  day.  Often  non -essential  cargo  and  per¬ 
sonnel  have  been  moved  with  a  resulting  tactical  emergency  declared  as 
late  as  1700  hours  to  insure  adequate  class  V  storos  woro  airlifted  ih, 
ofton  after  dark.  The  resultant  crow  fatigue  and  delayed  maintenance 
hsa  effected  other  missions  assigned  to  the  aircraft  and  crews „ 
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(c)  Recommendations:  Ground  unite  must  plan  ahead  to  live 
within  their  craft  allocations,  reduce  administrative  requirements  and 
accomplish  resupply  in  all  categories  prior  to  darkness.  Higher  tacti¬ 
cal  headquarters  must  coordinate  resources  to  assist  in  their  effort 
when  aircraft  are  utilized  on  late  combat  assaults  and  extractions. 

C.  Training 

(1)  Aviation 

(a)  Observation:  USARV  Reg  95-6,  dated  15  April  67  re¬ 
quired  flight  orientation  and  training  of  assigned  aviators  prior  to  their 
operation  of  aircraft  in  RVN  for  the  purpose  of  determining  flying  pro¬ 
ficiency  and  to  insure  that  aircraft  operation  and  flight  procedures  are 
standardized.  In  addition,  17th  Combat  Aviation  Group  Regulation  250-1 
requires  that  all  assigned  aviators  receive, and  units  to  conduct,  an 
instrument  flight  training  and  proficiency  program.  Maximum  utilization 

has  been  made  of  aircraft  available  (not  mission  scheduled)  to  meet  the 
requirements  as  outlined  in  current  directives. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Due  to  the  limited  availability  of  air¬ 
craft  to  be  used  for  training  and  standardization  purposes,  standardi¬ 
zation  and  Instructor  Pilots  (SIPs  and  IPs)  were  unable  to  conduct  a 
comprehensive  standardization  program.  Training  flights  were  conducted 
during  actual  missions  which  does  not  facilitate  the  touch-down  auto- 
rotation,  a  primary  maneuver  during  emergency  conditions,  i.e.,  forced 
landing.  In  addition,  armament  systems  must  be  removed  to  facilitate 
autorotation  in  UH-IC(A)  which  chages  the  status  of  a  mission  ready 
and  flyable  aircraft  to  flyable  net  mission  ready.  Availability  of 
UH-IC(A)  has  completely  precluded  standardization  and  training  in  this 
type  aircraft.  Statistics  indicate  that  no  crew  member  has  been  involved 
in  an  accident  or  incident  who  had  received  a  comprehensive  standardization 
flight  check. 


(c)  Kecomnendations:  Aircraft  should  be  allocated  to 
meet  unit  requirements  for  standardization  and  training  program.  Re¬ 
quests  for  aircraft  to  meet  these  requirements  can  be  made  far  enought 
in  advance  to  allow  an  adjustment  of  total  allocation  of  aircraft  by 
higher  headquarters  to  make  UH.-l  aircraft,  especiilly  UH-IC(A),  avail¬ 
able. 


D.  Logistics: 

(a)  Operations :  During  the  extended  operations  from  strat¬ 
egically  located  POL  points  operated  by  this  battalion,  CH-47  helicopters 
exhausted  the  JF-4  supply.  Valuable  flight  time  was  lost  as  a  result  of 
increased  elapsed  time  involved  in  refueling  operation.  On  several 
occasions,  the  strategic  POL  points  were  by  passed  2(OL  (JP-4)  convoys 
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resupplying  POL  fapilitios  of  lesser  priority,.  All,. attempts  by  bids 
headquarters  to  route  JP-4  to  these  locations  wore  unsuccessful,  * 

(b)  Evaluation:  POL  ccasBisnption  of  the  CH-47  heli¬ 
copter  is  a  consideration  factor  which  cannot  be  over-emphnsized. 

Ground  planners  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  operating  characteristics 
of  the  CH-47  helicopter  have  invariably  under-planned  POL  requirements. 

(c)  Rocorniendation;  Thct  aviation  liaison  officers 

be  included  in  all  planning  aspects  by  logistics  personnel  involving  the 
resupply  of  JR-4  to  POJd  refueling  points  so  that  proper 'priorities  cm  -a 
established.  ■  ...  '  *.  '•"i.

seal,  and. roinstallation  of  the  quills  into  the  transmissions  or  UH-1 
hol.icoptors .

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SUBJECT*. ’  After  action  report  of  enemy  attacks  on  Holloway  Amy 
airfield  (52d  CAB)  1  Feb  through  3 0  April  (U) 

1.  (C)  Generals  Camp  Holloway,  Pleiku,  RVN,  was  attacked  by  a 
supporting  element  of  the  41st  NVA  Artilliery  Regiment  on  020420 
February  68.  Twenty  five  (25)  rounds  were  fired  into  the  aircrait 
revetment,  runway,  and  motor  park  areas  from  four  (4)  82m  mortal 
tubes,  located  in  the  vicinity  of  AR  815475  (See  inclosure  1). 

The  attack  lasted  10-15  minutes. 

2.  (C)  .  Sequence  of  Events  and  Significant  Intelligence  Infcrratacr . 

a.  The  enemy  mortar  section  an  estimated  20-25  man  force,  v:r  . 
proached  the  prepared  firing  positions  from  vicinity  of  AR824752, _ 
undected.  After  firing  25  rounds  in  rapid  succession,  the  enemy 
element  moved  immediately  to  the  vicinity  of  AR825477  and  dispersed.. 

b.  Following  the  incoming  enemy  rounds,  friendly  artillery, 
mortar,  and  gunships  were  employed  to  engage  the  suspected  enemy 
firing  positions.  The  52d  Security  Detachment  located  the  enemy 
firing  positions  020900  Feb  68. and  ground  accessment  indicated  that 
the  enemy  element  suffered  no  damage  from  the  aerial  rocket  attack 
made  on  the  suspected  positions  immediately  following  the  attack, 

c.  The 'attack  was  well  planned  and  executed  with  precision., 

The  enemy  probably  selected  this  course  disengagement  because; 

(1 )  All  movement  had  to  be  made  durin0  the  hours  of  darkness 
to  avoid  detection  by  increased  aerial  observation  of  the  area  of 
operation  during  daylight  hours,  thus  possibly  explaining  the  . 
unusually  late  engagement  at  0400  hours  due  to  approximately  six 
(6)  hours  of  nite  movement  required  to  reach  the  firing  positions 
from  the  staging  area  vicinity  of  coordinated  AR824752. 

(2)  Previously,  extended  enemy  engagements  were  made  from  the 
same  location  which  allowed  sufficent  time  for  the  gunships  to 
engage  the  suspected  enemy  mortar  positions  while  they  were  occupied. 
The  enemy  may  have  shortened  his  engagement  time  to  avoid  being 
counter-engaged  by  gunships, 

(3)  The  enemy  may  have  choosen  a  later  engagement  to  avoid  a 
pattern  set  in  three  (3)  previous  attacks  on  Camp  Holloway.

1*  (CJ  Oeneral :  Camp  Holloway,  Pleiku,  RVN,  was  attacked  with  at 
least  six  (6)  rockets  by  unknown  sited  of  the  MVA 

40th  Arty  Regiment  at  D125  Hours  on  3  February  1963.  The  duration  of 
the  attack  was  approximately  tan  (10)  minutes,  during  which  six  (6 ' 
rounds  fell  within  the  confines  of  Camp  Holloway;  four  (A)  wore 
duds,  two  (?)  detonated. 

2,.  (C)  Sequence  of  Events: 

a.  The  enemy  rocket  crew  moved  into  position  vicinity  AR3A52

against  Camp  Holloway.  Trails  lording  north  from  the  mortar  positions 
to  the  rivir  crossing  point  again  indicate  the  VC  used  Plei  Thung 
village  as  a  thoroughfare  into  the  area.  Only  one  intelligence 
report  indicating  an  attack  was  received  prior  to  the  attack,  a 
radio  reading  on  7  1’arch  north  of  the  river  line,  assumed  to  be 
recon  personnel.  Although  it  is  assumed  that  the  408th  is  the 
responsible  unit  for  the  attack,  the  fact  that  the  attack  was  co¬ 
ordinated,  with  mortars  against  Holloway  and  New  Floiku,  and  a 
sapper  attack  against  tho  rock  quarry,  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  408th,  understrength  at  the  present,  was  supported  by 
another  unit.  There  was  one  agent  report  of  a  K-2S  Sapper  Bn, 
although  currently  unaccepted  in  order  of  battle,  has  been 
reported  by  three  rtf’s,  two  from  the  408th  and  in  one  document , 

The  K -28  supported  the  406th  Sapper  Dn  on  the  30th  and  31 st  of 
January  in  the  r.atcck  on  Fleiku.

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SUBJECTt  After  action  report  of  on cry  attacks  on  Kontun  airfield 
(57th  AHC)  1  Feb  through  30  April  1966  (U) 

1.  (C)  General; 

a.  The  sustained  attack  by  NVA/VC  forces  in  the  Kontun  area 
began  30  January  at  0212  hours  and  was  reduced  to  minor  sniper 

fire  and  occasional  mortar/ rocket  rounds  by  0800  hours  on  5  February 
1968,  This  was  a  coordinated  attack  against  the  City  of  Kontun  as 
well  as  all  U.S.  and  ARVN  military  installations  in  the  area.  The 
magnitude  of  the  attack  requires  consideration  of  entire  Kontum 
action  rather  than  the  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  area  alone, 

b.  Indications  aro  that  the  overall  plan  celled  for  taking 
advantage  of  the  isolated  location  of  US  and  ARVN  compounds.  The 
plan  was  time  phased  to  olininato  specific  compounds  cn  given  dates. 
The  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  was  the  first  to  come  under 
heavy  ground  attack.  This  attack,  from  30  0230  thru  31  0900  January 
1968,  was  by  an  ostimatod  force  of  200  and  included  sapper,  security 
and  indirect  fire  cl ament 3, 

c.  The  major  attack  on  this  compound  was  basically  a  repeat  of 
the  10  January  action.  NVA  intelligence  had  not  been  updated  since, 
that  time  and  apparently  they  wore  not  aware  of  improvements  to  the 
existing  dofensivo  posture.  The  enemy  was  either  over  confident  in 
their  ability  to  eliminate  this  unit  or  wore  inflexible  to  initiate 
alternate  plans  onco  tho  attack  had  foilod.  Tho  action  on  subsequent 
days  was  oriented  mainly  against  MACV,  Special  Forces,  43rd  Signal 
and  24th  STZ  compounds , 

2,  (ti)  Sequence  of  Events 

a.  30  January  1968 

(1)  At  300212  hours  a  coordinated  rocket,  mortar  and  ground 
attack  was  launched  against  tho  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company 
compound.  During  the  battle  that  followed  NVA  forces  reached  a 
point  within  50  raptors  of  our  defensive  wire,  Gunshipo  engaged 
tho  enony  outside  the  entire  eastern  perimeter  at  a  range  of  20-- 
30  meters  utilizing  niniguns  and  M-5  systems.  This  action, 
combined  with  ground  defensive  fire,  broke  the  attack  but  fighting 
continued  until  0900  hours  30  January* 

(2)  Defensive  fires  of  this  unit  combined  with  those  of 
A  Troop,  2/l  Gav  inflicted  heavy  casualties  upon  the  attacking 
forces  and  sealed  off  escape  routes  for  NVA  elements. 
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(3)  The  action  c'.urin .  tho  orrly  i .ominp  hours  of  30  January 
resulted  in  one  aircraft  receiving  minor  carnage  on  the  ground  while 
six  additionrA  rircrtft,  including  fc.ur  gunships,  received  varying 
degree  of  damage  from  intense  ener  y  fire  while  performing  aerial 
flight. 

(4)  From  first  light  until  0900  hours  gunships  of  52d 
Battalion  engaged  isolrtod  unite  to  the  cast  end  northeast  of  this 
compound,  let  ion  was  later  continued  with  T/.G  i-ir.  4  firm  body 
count  for  all  52d  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  gunships  was  not  obtained 
but  57th  guns  accounted  for  35  NVA  bodio3  during  this  phase  of  tho 
action. 

(5)  A  Jwoep  of  tho  area  was  initiated  at  0900  hours  to 
conduct  a  body  count  along  the  perimeter.  This  action  was  terminated 
by  intense  snipor  fire  prior  to  completion.

(6)  Sniper  fire  continued  throughout  the  day  along  tho  east, 
woat  and  north  perimeter.

b.  31  January  1968 

(l  )  Between  tho  hours  of  0230  and  0330  a  sorlos  of  report's 
from  24th  STZ  indicated  a  severe  situation  in  their  compounds, 

(a)  HVA/VC  forces,  estimated  at  150  strength,  wore  over 
running  their  perimeter  and  final  bunkers  were  occupied. 

(b)  Tho  105»ff.i  battery  was  reported  to  bo  infiltrated 
and  possibly  In  enemy  hands, 

(c)  This  wdt  was  notified  that  MACV  and  B-24  compounds 
were  being  overrun.  (Gunships  dispatched  and  engaged  tho  NVA 
forces  along  tho  wire  defenses  at  which  time  enemy  forces  withdrew). 

(d)  Slone  notified  this  unit  of  a  confirmed  NVA  forces  of 

300  -  500  non  located  2000  meters  to  tho  east  of  the  57th 
Assault  Holicoptor  Company  compound.  \  . 

(e)  At  this  time  the  Senior  Advisor,  24th  STZ  declared  a 
tactical  emergency  in  an  effort  to  obtain  additional  gunship  and 
TAG  request  wo  relay  the  situation  and  declaration  to  II  Corps 
hoadquartors  through  52d  Combat  Avaition  Battalion,

(2)  Ena  y  forces  infiltrated  ARVN  forces  dufonding  tho 
south  side  of  Koncur.  /  i  rfl.-li’  end  were  within  herd  grcnrdfi  range 
of  our  southern  nm.  f.t  v.  Ominhina  wore  onployod  and  e  low  pass 
with  searchlight  i'.id.'-.eaecd  S'  '.'on  S  dJL^s  along  the  fence. 

(3)  Steady  but  litht  contact  \/rs  maintained  on  tho  east  and 
west  perinetor  between  tho  hours  of  1900  end  2400. 

c.  1  February  I960 

(1 )  Gunsbips  of  52d  Combat  AViation  Battalion  wore 
employed  from  0230  thru  0800  against  targets  within  tlie  built-up 

area  of  Kontur.  and  to  the  north.  Targets  included  buildings,  churches, 
strochos  of  housing  and  government  complexes.  In  each  cfso  fire  was 
requested  and  tp.rgots  idontifiod  by  ground  commander  and/or 
advisors. 

(2)  Sniper  activity  continued  on  oast  and  west  perimoto'r  of 
the  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  throughout  the  period. 

(3)  A  rocket  and  mortar  attack  was  launched  by  the  enemy  at 
1745  hours.  Counter  firo  in  closo  proximity  to  our  pcririetor,  when 
mixed  with  oner.y  fire,  made  it  extremely  difficult  to  differentiate 
betwoon  friendly  and  enemy  rounds.

d.'  2  February  1968 

(1)  At  0220  hours  a  mortar,  rocket  and  ground  attack  was 
launched  against  the  H/.CV,  signal  and  special  forces  complex. 
Gunships  were  dispatched  in  support  of  local  defense; 

(2)  Six  tetris  of  52d  Cohbat  Aviation  Battalion  gunships 
were  op-station  supporting  local  forces  against  heavy  on  any  fire 
in  and  around  the  city.  Methods  of  oontrol  included: 

(a)  Targets  and  clearance  to  fire  were  obtained  from 
ground  commanders. 

(b)  Those  targets  familiar  to  personnel  operating 
Galdiator  TOG,  for  which  definite  targets  identification  control 
measures  could  be  established,  woro  controlled  by  this  unit.

(4)  Isolated  sniper  fire  during  the  reminder  of  the  period. 
Total  cumulative  KIA  and  KBA  count  was  203. 

e.  3  February  1968.  2nony  Activity  decreased  considerably 
however,  rocket  attacks  on  this  compound  occurred  at  1040  end  1200 

hours. 

f.  4  February  1968.  Relatively  inactive  with  the  exception 
of(2)  122tii  rockets  in  the  compound  at  1600  hours.  The  City  of 
Kontun  was  reported  secure  except  for  sniper  fire.  The  57th 
Assault  Helicopter  Company  continued  on  100)6  alert  and  provided 
continuous  illumination  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

g.  5  February  1968.  An  estimated  enemy  battalion  moved  within 
3  kilometers  of  U.CV  compound  during  the  early  hours  and  were 

engaged  by  artillery  and  gunships,  Activity  was  on  a  small  scale 
and  this  <mit  ■received  six  unidentified  rounds  that  failed  to 
explode  end  penetrated  to  a  depth  of  six  feet  (assumed  to  bo  105taa 
illumination).

3«  (C)  Significant  Factors 

a.  The  HVA  intelligence  on  local  defense  appeared  to  be  the 
same  as  10  January  attack.  This  possibly  is  due  to  control  of 
civilian  traffic  around  the  57th  Assault  Helicopter  Company  compound. 
In  addition,  local  hire  personnel  are  used  outside  the  compound  only. 

b.  The  security  forco  of  35  provided  to  this  ur.it  after  the 

10  January  attack  was  instrumental  in  improving  defensive  facilities 
during  the  20  day  period  between  attacks.  Major  accomplishments 
included: 

(1 )  Defensive  wire  was  ii  .proved  and  expanded  out  to  one  on  pass 
a.lerger  area.  This  work  is  still  in  progress, 

(2)  Temporary  perimeter  lighting  had  been  installed. 

(3)  Bunkera  had  been  improved  end  repositioned. 

(4)  i.  larger  forco  was  employed  on  the  perimeter. 
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c.  The  NVA/VC  body  count  reached  a  total  of  213  by  MA.  and 

KBA.  This  figure  is  by  no  monn3  fll  inclusive  for  $2d  Combat  Aviation 
Battalion  action  in  t'«,  1.  rtn  ;  ror  In  rcVitic  n,  secondary  explosions 
were  obtained  during  0 unship  u  ,pl»  yt  ent  .-gainst  four  mortar  and 
rocket  positions. 

d.  A  search  of' the  battle  no  a.  in  the  vicinity  of  the  5?th 
Assault  Helicopter  Company  perimeter  revealed  numerous  satchel 

charges,  bangalor  torpedcs  (hone  trade  and  manufactured),  wire  cutters 
and  6 dm  ir.ortars  thus,  varifying  the  intent  to  destroy  this  complex 
to  include  aircraft. 

e.  The  sequence  of  events  indicates  the  enemy  respected  the 
potentia.1  of  helicopters  being  employed  against  their  force  and 
therefore  intended  to  eliminate  that  threat  on  the  first  da.y  of  the 
attack. 

f .  Continuous  illumination  of  the  battle  area  ground  Kontuc 
was  a  major  factor  in  the  successful  defense  by  all  US  and  ARVN 
forces  during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

g.  Night  employment  of  gunships  in  a  final  protective  fire 
role  was  a  significant  factor  in  preventing  enemy  penetration  of 
compounds  on  at  least  two  occasions.  N

h.  This  unit  suffered  no  loss  or  damage  to  major  items  of 
equipment  other  than  aircraft.  All  aircraft  damaged  appear  tc  be 
repairable.

i.  The  parkin0  area  for  0-1  and  0-2  aircraft  (south  side  of 
field)  was  destroyed.  An  emergency  work  order  is  being  submitted 
to  prepare  ten  .per  ary  parldng  facilities. 

U.  (C)  Lessons  Learned 

a.  The  armed  helicopter  is  an  accurate  and  effective  weapons 
platform,  that  can  be  integrated  into  final  projective  fires. 

Employment  at  night,  as  well  as  in  built-up  areas,  requires  close 
coordination,  target  identification  and  positive  location  of 
friendly  troops  by  the  contender  being  supported.  These  systems 
are  area  type  weapons  and  ground  commanders  must  accept  a  degree 
of  risk  that  some  rounds  will  inadvertently  land  within  their 
positions  when  employed  closc-up  or  on  point  targets. 

b.  The  enemy  force,  when  employing  infiltration  and  sapper 
tactics,  is  inflexible  tc  changes  in  defenses  that  disrupt  his 
rehearsed  plan.  Continued  improvement  to  wire  locations,  bunker 
locations,  and  overall  security  serves  to  deny  him  the  intelligence, 
detailed  planning  and  rehearsal  so  often  employed  in  successful 
.nfilt rations,

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c.  The  lack  of  combat  forces  In  the  immediate  vicinity  arf 
Kontun  and  the  covered  avenue  of  approach  from  the  north  thru  the 
southeast  continues  to  be  the  major  problem  in  providing  adequate 
security  for  this  compound.  An  enemy  force  of  any  sine  has  a 
high  probability  of  reaching  this  unit 1 s  perimeter  prior  to 
detection, 

d.  The  physical  location  LB  rad  cor  pouods  are  such  chat 

any  mutual  support  is  denied.  ?hic  situation  fevers  tr>o  enemy  in 
that  ho  nan  attack  and  eliminate  compounds  one  by  one  with  mirii  ;un 
interference.  The  major  exceptions  are  supporting  artillery  and 
gunships . 

e.  The  organic  fire  power  of  an  assault  helicopter  company 
and  its  detachments  is  capable  cf  defending  against  a  substantial 
attacking  force.  However ,  manning  the  perimeter  on  50$  alert 
during  the  hours  of  darkness  degrades  immensely  from  the  aircraft 
maintenance  effort  and  results  in  a  slow  recovory  to  full  operational 
capacity, 

f»  It  is  essential  that  one  agency  have  knowledge  of  all 
gunships  operating  in  the  area.  At  one  tine  two  gun  teams  (other 
than  52d  CAB)  0| 1  u.r* independently  in  and  around  Kontura 

City,  Friendly  forces  were  being  fired  upon  and  57th  Assault 
Helicopter  Company  TOO  had.  no  means  of  contacting  these'  elements 
to  effect  a  cease  fire. 

5.  (C)  Planned  action  and  recor.mcndations 

a,'  Planned  actions 

(1)  Work  will  continue  to  replace  defensive  wire  destroyed, 
expand  the  outer  perimeter  wire  and  install  anti-personnel  nines 
along  the  north  and  east  side. 

(2)  Civilian  access  to  the  compound  islimited  to  permanent 
hire  and  KP  personnel  who  hove  received  a  local  clearance.  Civilian 
traffic  through  the  area  will  continue  to  be  denied. 

(3)  Continued  improvement  on  defensive  bunkers. 

(4)  Temporary  perimeter  lighting  will  be  improved. 

The  major' limiting  factor  is  a  readily  available  power  source. 

This  unit  has  operated  on  TO&E  generators  since  arrival  in-ccuntry. 

The  demand  for  power  has  reached  a  stage  where  lights  to  the  billeting 
area  is  occasionally  denied  to  provide  perimeter  lights. 

(5)  Defensive  plans  will  continue  to  bo  reviewed  and 
updated  as  required. 
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b.  Recommendations

from  other  battalions  until  planned  improvements  to  local  defenses 

are  completed.  (Estimated  2-3  Week  period) 

(5)  USARV  approval  and  engineer  tasking  for  the  57th  Assault 
Holiccpter  Company  base  development  plan  be  expedited  so  that 
construction  ojf  permanent  defenses  can  be  accomplished  with 
minimum  time  delay. 

6.  (0)  Listing  of  damage  and  casualties
